If Rowland Winn could have contented himself with his glamorous theme and its 
yet more glamorous setting, he would have given his readers a bewitching story, richly 
flavored with what must be an intimate personal love affair with Spain. For here is a 
modern fairy tale, as his Prince (a bereft rejected suitor who uses his professional stand- 
ing as a journalist to take him on a roving assignment to Spain) finds in a gypsy maiden, 
Carmela, his Princess in disguise. That she is only fourteen, and a rarely talented 
flamenco singer-dancer, sought after by a renowned promoter for his own gain- and perhaps 
hers - provides the hurdles that he takes as he discovers that he has bought her from her 
gypsy foster parents, and must smuggle her into England and adopt her to make his aspira- 
tions securely legal. Such is the motif of a tale that ends- after numerous mad adventures- 
in an all lived happily ever after finale. And this, told with a sense of plot, a contagion 
of emotional factors and immense charm- would be enough. There's an intimate close-up of 
Spain's glamour:- Granada and the storied Alhambra, the Seville fiesta, the gypsy caves- 
and young Carmela dancing her way to all hearts- all this provides a perfect background 
for romance. But the romance is compunded by cross sections of other people's lives, two 
women, both pretty poisonous, and a collection of men, other journalists, industrial G 
tycoons and playboys- and a succession of complex flashbacks, so that one gets many stories | 
tied tenuously into one, rudely jarring- for this reader- the central plot. Then too, 
there are byways of exploration of Spain's history, past and present. Nonetheless, the 
magic of the fairy tale reestablishes its claims, and the end result is more than usual 
enchantment. Particularly for those who have savored Spain's charm, this has sure appeal.

George Lamming's successor to In the Castle of My Skin concerns itself with a 
group of emigrants traveling from the West Indies to England in search of a "better 
break". On shipboard, cast adrift from their home anchorage, they look to England 
with varying degrees of grim hope and sureness- there is no place else to try- In 
London, their life at the hostel holds them together for a time, and later as they 
experience,one by one, their disillusionment and self-realization in their own way, 
their paths crisscross in a labyrinth of entwining incident. Among the group are Collis, 
a writer who protectively loses a sense of differentiation; Dickson,an increasingly 
paranoid school teacher whose fears become fact; Higgins, who is left defenseless when 
his proposed ambition to be a cook is denied; the down-to-earth Tornado and his woman 
Lilian, who so far from home achieve a sense of reality - conjugal love and everyday 
living on the islands; the provocative Queenie, who dies at the hand of Ursula Bis, who 
needs to express herself in a free action; Ursula who has run from Trinidad where a 
calypso has immortalized her affair with a white man who deserted her; the Governeur, 
aman of weight and affairs who sets up a club with the African doctor Azi; Phillip, 
the young student whom Azi befriends; the Strange Man who haunts the Governeur's under- 
takings and successes and who provides the final irony in accepting the offered friend- 
ship of the Governeur and turning up with the Governeur's ex-wife. There is much that 
is individual here - the evoking of mood, the power in presenting characters separately 
in a group; there is also much evidence of Joycean and Existentialist fraternity which 
may eventually merge into the author's thought and style less obtrusively. Perhaps 
the ambiguity which filters through the book is necessary to the sense ot groping, almost 
a wooziness, which encircles the reader. A book of serious intent. (ILC: 55-7281 )

The interest in this analysis of what might almost be the basis of a new 
approach to spiritual beliefs will, however, not appeal in the main to the public for 
Richter's novels. This has been in the making for many years, and may, today, capture the 
market for religious and mystical writing. Those to whom the beliefs of the Orient hold & 
much of interest; those who find Christian Science, and kindred creeds, only partially 
satisfying; those who are seeking a basis for belief in God's presence and power within - 

to ell of them this may well provide a challenge and in some degree an answer. Although 

for clarity Conrad Richter has presented his material in the form of a succession of confer- 
ences with "Michael", a scientist who had sought an answer to his own philosophical needs 
and the health he had lost - and found both on the mountain in the desert of New Mexico- 

the reader will have to bring his own problems, his own questions, his own challenge to the 
often obscure philosophy of energy release. Here it is explored - in symptoms and techni- 
ques; it is illustrated in infants and adults, in sickness and poverty and ignorance, in 
nature and in ourselves. The philosopher-teacher challenges our thinking on the role of 
punishment, pessimism versus optimism, the energy basis of neuroses, anxieties and fears 
(not as causes but as release processes), hypochondria, the reality of pain, of fear, etc. 
Throughout, the belief in the energy force, the concept of God, and the steps by which one 
gains creative growth, provide a positive pattern of thought and action.

Rather than this, there is far more of interest to the reader in 
search of event. What Herbert was doing at specific times and places has been thoroughly 
documented, with surrounding details filled in to give complete reports of his Irish child- 
hood, his tour in Germany and marriage to the singer Therese Forster, of his immediate 
success as a musical dramatist in America (full casts of all of his plays are given), his 
career as a serious musician as well that culminated in the disputed directorship of the 
Pittsburgh symphony orchestra, his formulating role in the foundation of A.S.C.A.P.° Per- 
haps we are inconsiderate of the labor that has gone into a fine documentary volume, but 
it will take a shorter book unencumbered by the inclusion of every incident to capture 
the spirit of the composer who “touched the heartstrings”.

The thesis advanced by Russell Davenport is essentially this:- the central con- 
flict of our time is neither economic nor political- but philosophic, deriving from the 
rise of dialectical materialism with the failure of all those values and ideals upon which 
the life of Western man rests. With the assumption that material forces alone are responsi- 
ble for the social, moral and scientific state of man, Marxism makes an almost irresistible 
appeal where there is no informing belief in the spirit of inquiry, the prospect of spiritual 
growth, or the concept of freedom. Davenport analyzes the traditions, industrial forces, 
intellectual aspirations, economic hardships and innumerable other sources of today's philo- 
sophic plight. He examines closely the New Testament, and the thinking of Aristotle, Goethe 
Bentham, Jefferson, Paine, Jung,and Dewey among others. This is a posthumous volume skill- 
fully worked out of the passionate last statements with which Davenport, former editor of 
Fortune, Griving spirit of the Willkie campaign, author of the poem My Country, sought to sum 
up a life of reflection and quandary.

That epic of endurance, the Donner Party crossing, is retold here with in- 
formal familiarity and retains the full horror and heroism of this ordeal. Concentrat- 
ed primarily on James Frazier Reed, as much a leader of the wagon train as the Donners, 
the account sets out with them in 1846 when 87 members in all were to make their way 
westward. By midsummer, tensions among them increased- particularly between the surly 
German, Keseberg, and the hot-tempered if alert Reed. Ill-advised by the guide 
Lansford Hastings, who was later to abandon them, they took the Hastings Cutoff which 
was to shorten the distance- but expose them to impassable mountain trails. Reed, in 
defense of a woman, killed a man, and Keseberg influenced the judgment to banish him 
from the party. With another man, Reed went on to reach Sutter's Fort and form a 
rescue party for the caravan which was by now hopelessly stranded in the snows- hunger- 
crazed to the point of cannibalism. A first rescue party brought out Margaret Reed and 
two of her children- and Reed returned to save the others- among them the Donner children- 
but Tamsen Donner chose to stay with her dying husband, and met death at the hands of 
the homicidal Keseberg... The high points here of human courage- and depravity- give 
this story its lasting excitement- letters and records fill in personal details of 
the odyssey- and Homer Croy's own enthusiasm warms these bleak pages of frontier 
history.

MY NINE LIVES IN THE RED ARMY $3.75 


Turning from the fiction of When the Gods are Silent (1953) to the facts of his 
own life with the Soviet Army, Mikhail Soloviev traces the terrors of life in a nation of 
involuntary gladiators whose fate is determined and action compelled by an outer power. 
The author was a sports writer on Jzvestia in 1932 when his appointment as military cor- 
respondent brought him into a new realm of duties. He taught history to the heroes of 
the Revolution, generals schooled only on the battlefield; he ghost-wrote for Marshal 
Budionny; he went with General Mekhlis to the front during the Finnish War; he fought 
with the reserves to defend Moscow and was captured - saved from a regime to which he 
had become increasingly antagonistic. For Soloviev embarked on his military correspondent 
career undefiled by political interests; he saw the effects of ruthless collectivization 
in the starving Ukraine; he witnessed the battle between the Cheka men, the commissars 
of Party loyalty and the military men, the commanders, in which Party truths rose above 
human or military truths to ambush justice and reason. Here is a gallery in which hang 
the portraits of generals, of top men like Malenkov; the group picture of the soldiers - 
as in the Perm Regiment, not without humor, as in the reserves, not without honor; the 
mass scenes of oppressed people; the duel of oppressed against oppressor, Vivid in terms 
of personalities, incident, ideas in motion, this is especially important for its picture 
of the Soviet Army.

every sort of prison". Dublin born, and one of 22 children of which 17 survived, Christy 
was declared hopeless at the end of the year and believed to be mentally incompetent as 
well. But an unconquerable mother gave all the time she could to the child who was totally 
paralyzed, and by the time he was five- Christy was able to prove his awareness when he 
grabbed a piece of chalk and learned to write with his left foot. The years of his early 
childhood spent largely with his brothers and in a go-cart was not preparation for the 
isolation which was to follow as he grew older- the loneliness and withdrawal with a box 
of paints (he won a contest). Adolescence brought a further despondency, the realization 
that he didn't want to be remarkable- only ordinary and not "living in chains"- a pilgrim- 
age to Lourdes proved no cure- and it was finally through Dr. Collis (who contributes the & 
introduction) and with tremendous self-discipline that he abandoned his left foot, and 
gained a partial mobility, the power to speak, and the chance to develop his writing.

The end 
result is a judicious handling, appropriate to subject, designed to give those who 
are not in the profession the kind of guidance needed.
